PASSENGER 
TRAIN 
PLUNGES 
IN TO A RIVER. 


Terrible Accident Near Birmingham, 
A la —Twenty f mr Persons known 
to Have Perished. — Belief That 
Train Wreckers Are Responsible.— 
The List of the Dead and Injured, 


Birmingham, Ala., Dec. 28.—The Bir­ 
mingham Mineral passenger train No. 
40 was wrecked at the Cahaba river 
bridge, twenty-seven miles from here at 
7 o’clock Sunday morning, and twenty- 
four lives were lost. 
That number of 
bodies have been recovered from the 
wreck and further search may still 
swell the list of dead. 
The disaster, it is regarded as almost 
Certain, was accomplished by wreckers 
through the removal of a rail on the 
middle span of the trestle. 
This de­ 
railed the train and precipitated it in­ 
to the river 110 feet below. The sur­ 
vivors of the wreck are so few and so 
badly hurt that they are unable to give 
any detailed description of how it all 
happened. 
It is not known and may never be as­ 
certained just how many passengers 
were on the train. 
Conductor A. P. 
Connell, who probably knew’ 
better 
than anybody else as to how many pas­ 
sengers were aboard, is dead. 
It is 
thought, however, that there were not 
exceeding twenty-five or thirty.

The train consisted of an enginee, & 
baggage car and two coaches. 
The Cahaba river is a shallow moun­ 
tain stream which has a depth at this 
tim e of only about three or four feet 
This river is spanned by an iron bridge 
w ith wooden trestles on each side. Its 
entire length is 800 feet, and the length 
of the main span where the wreck oc­ 
curred is 110 feet. The bridge was built 
only four years ago and was regarded 
as a strong structure. The main span 
and the span just beyond it, both made 
of iron, gave way and precipitated the 
entire train into the river. The engine 
landed on its side almost at right an­ 
gles with the track. The cars piled up 
on each other through the main span. 
T he entire wreck took fire soon after­ 
ward and rapidly burned to the water’s 
edge. 
W hen the relief train from Birming­ 
ham arrived there was little need for 
the army of physicians that had gone 
along. The wounded were quickly at­ 
tended to and then sent to Blocton for 
further attention.

They 
did their work quickly and offered no 
assistance whatever in the way of res­ 
cuing the Imprisoned and injured pas­ 
sengers. 
This story, however, has not yet been 
corroborated, but other facts tend to 
show that it was the work of train 
wreckers. ’ An examination of the en­ 
gine shows that Engineer W hite had 
shut off the steam and reversed it be­ 
fore it went down, indicating that he 
saw danger ahead as he approached the 
bridge and tried to stop his train. His 
charred body was found with his hand 1 
on the throttle. The survivors all agree 
that the train left the track and bumped 
along the ties, and then with a crash 
plunged through the bridge.

Spit* of Legal Interdictions. 
Some days ago a well-known dealer 
in antiquities offered for sale to the 
Louvre museum, in Paris, a splendid 
collection of ancient silver vases from 
Italy or Greek or Italian workmanship, 
eays the London News. The museum 
was unable to pay the price asked— 
£20,000—and declined the bargain. The 
Italian minister of education, havinf 
learned of this, has taken proceedings 
under the Pacca law against Sig. dl 
Prlsco, the owner of these antiquities 
The latter is a large land owner ai 
Bosco Beale. He secretly made excava­ 
tions on his estate and found twenty* 
eight silver vases of remote antiquity. 
Notwithstanding the Italian law pro­ 
hibiting owners of antiquities frort 
sending them out of the country with* 
out leave, or, rather, on account of this 
law, which prevents old works of art 
from commanding anything like their 
natural price in the impoverished coun­ 
try, Sig. di Prisco smuggled his find 
out of Italy and offered it to a Paris 
dealer for £5,000. 
Continuing mean­ 
while his search, he found other silver 
vases, which duly joined their fellows 
in Paris, and the whole lot was offered 
to the Louvre. The Italian minister of 
education throws interesting light on 
the facilities which underpaid officials 
are supposed to afford illicit exporters 
of antiquities. He issues a notification 
that, should any officials be found to 
have connived at this latest evasion of 
the Pacca law, they will be criminally 
prosecuted.

tobacco. 
With employment of from 
1,000 to 1,500 banda in rn small town 
they fear the trouble of strikes. Their 
fears should be entirely nnnceeaaary if 
the right kind of management la em­ 
ployed. 
Having passed through sev­ 
eral winters without the usual a n n o y ­ 
ment in the warehouses, labor la cer­ 
tainly glad enough to know there la 
something to do now and will be 
pretty apt to be satisfied with any­ 
thing like 
fair compensation. 
If 
trouble does arise we are inclined to 
believe it will come from the packers 
themselves. 
If a uniform price could 
be agreed npon for all divisions of 
warehouse 
work and the schedule 
strictly lived up to, it would tend to 
simplify matters a good deal. It would 
be suicidal in the extreme for the ware­ 
house labor here to take a notion into 
their heads that by striking they eonld 
for J t a raise of wages. 
It it anch an 
easy matter for the eastern packers to 
ship out their tobacco to ether pack­ 
ing point a to be handled, that snob ac­ 
tion would not accomplish any other 
result bot deprive them of their chance 
to labor at all. 
The packing business 
la too valnabl# a perqueaite to be ra­ 
ined by sock procedure.

Dyke the name only now remains, but 
the Foss 
Dyke, though of

origin, still exists, and is the oldest 
British canal. Foss Dyke, according to 
Camden, was deepened and rendered 
more navigable in 1121 by Henry I. 
About 1841 it was widened to the min­ 
imum breadth of 45 feet and deepened 
to the extent of six feet throughout, 
and th U3 this ancient canal, which is 
quoted by Telford and Nimnio as “the 
oldest artificial canal in Britain,” was 
restored to a state of perfect efficiency, 
at a cost of forty thousand pounds.

Mr. Bostwick died at the Wisconsin 
general hospital a t Milwaukee, at 5 
o’clock Saturday afternoon, of pneu­ 
monia. 
He was taken sick about two 
weeks ago with what appeared to be a 
severe attack of the 
grip, but en 
Wednesday last 
typhoid 
symptons 
began to appear and it was deemed 
advisable to remove him to the hospi­ 
tal. 
His condition continned to grow 
worse and ifr was so alarm ing Satur­ 
day morning th at his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert Bostwick were sent 
for and a consultation of physicians 
called. The father and mother, his 
wife and cousin, Joseph L. Bostwick, 
who was already in the city, were 
w ith him when he died. 
The news of the death of their lec- 
urer came as a great shock to the 
members of the Ethical society, many 
of whom were not aw are of the seri­ 
ousness of his sickness. 
A dress re­ 
hearsal of the fairy tale tableaux had 
been called for the evening, and those 
who where to take part met to learn 
the sorrowful news. 
It was decided 
th a t the performance should be post­ 
poned. 
W as Born in Janesville. 
Mr. Bostwick was born in Janes­ 
ville, Nov. 20, 1803. 
He received a 
common school education and studied 
for the bar. He was adm itted to prac­ 
tice, but did not find the profession to 
his liking and so continued to assist his 
father in the store, devoting his spare 
tim e to literary work aud study. 
The 
study of ethical culture was included, 
and he delivered a series of lectures 
on the subject at All Souls church. 
Later Mr. Bostwick prepared and de­ 
livered several lectures, and in the fall 
of 1895 went to Milwaukee to interest 
some of his acquaintances there in the 
form ation of an ethical society. 
Toe 
plan was mentioned by the newspapers 
and sufficient names were secured to 
append to a call for an organization 
n eating, which was held at the club 
roon. of the Pfister. 
Several meetings 
were subsequently held in the Gold­ 
smith building, and the Luening Con­ 
servatory building being vacant it 
became the Ethical building and the 
future home of the society. 
It was 
opened to the public Oet, 27, 1895. 
The Milwaukee Sentinel spoke of Mr. I 
Bostwick’s work in th at city as fol­ 
lows; 
“ Mr. Bostwick arranged sec­ 
tion work and became also the society’s 
regular lecturer. 
Last summer, when 
he was given a vacation, he spent the 
time in visiting the shops and factories 
of the city during the noon hour, ad­ 
dressing the operatives on the subject 
of ethical culture. 
W ork 
A ttracted A ttention. 
"In this manner he visited nearly 
every manufactory in the eity and ac­ 
complished a work th at soon began to 
attract the attention of the other E th­ 
ical societies throughout the country 
He wj.8 given credit for doing practical 
work. 
In many ways the Milwaukee 
society broke records; although the 
youngest of 
any in the country, no 
small achievement being th at of get 
ting a membership of over 300 inside 
a y e a r.. When Mr. Bostwick attended 
a colig ress of Ethical societies at St. 
Louis a little less than a year ago, he 
was eagerly questioned about the Mil­ 
waukee society, and instead of getting 
points, had to give them. 
In manner 
he was unassuming. 
The members of 
the society looked upon him as a man 
who was developing, and who had a 
great future before bim. owing to bis 
studious nature and the absolute con­ 
viction th at lay back of every action 
He had planned for himself a life of 
self-sacrifice. 
Before coming to Mil­ 
waukee he haijl gotten together a li­ 
brary of ethical and kindled literature 
th a t numbered hundreds of volumes, 
one probably w ithout its counterpart 
in the country. 
He was constantly 
adding to it, and took great pride in 
Its character and scope. 
“ He was married December 17,1895, 
to Mildred Whitney, of Oconomowoc, 
since which time his wife bas been one 
of his most effective workers in the 
society.”

Maybe in a mile I 
would only have to remember a few 
objects. It is just the same as if a man 
who could see was taken through a 
dark alley, but every once in a while 
was given a glimpse of his surround­ 
ings by a light being turned on. He 
could remember what he saw without 
any trouble, but if he saw' a thousand 
other things he could not. I know just 
how many steps it. is from t he corner to 
where I live and can walk to the place 
without even using my cane. Of course, 
i ara helped a great deal by the pcople l 
pass, because they know I am blind 
and always make room for me.”—San 
francisco Call.

A curious romance of burglary and 
filial affection is told in the French 
newspapers.

Bagnolet. 
He was arrested, but, in 
deference to public opinion, which was 
impressed by his filial affection, he 
was set at liberty and allowed to re­ 
main in France. 
A fortnight ago a 
robbery took place on the Boulevard 
Diderot, in Paris, and by tracing back 
the stolen goods four persons were ar­ 
rested. They were all carrying knives, 
knuckledusters and 
revolvers, 
and 
made a most desperate fight for their 
liberty. Once in prison, however, they 
confessed 
they belonged to a large 
gang whose chief was Petitjean. Hence 
the latter’s arrest.
